Horncastle  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Statutory 
Annual  Report  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  1951. 

Statistics  when  published  for  so  small  a population 
are  apt  to  show  wide  variations  from  year  to  year,  for 
reasons  little  connected  with  what  the  tables  purport  to 
show.  For  example,  there  were  five  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  96 
per  thousand,  compared  with  48  per  thousand  in  the  previous 
year,  and  a national  level  of  about  30  per  thousand.  If 
it  were  not  known  that  the  excess  deaths  occurred  amongst  the 
poorly  cared-for  children  admitted  to  the  County  Council 
Homes  in  Horncastle,  and  who  thereupon  rank  as  Horncastle 
residents,  this  mortality  would  appear  to  reflect  gravely 
upon  the  health  of  the  Dns  trict.  Similarly,  the  excess 
of  infant  mortality  has  the  effect  of  lowering  the  mean 
age  at  death,  giving  it  a false  significance,  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  table  of  ages  at  death.  This  shows  clearly 
enough,  that  a satisfactory  proportion  of  Horncastle  res- 
idents reach  a mature  old  age.  At  the  same  time  the 
causes  of  death  under'  the  age  of  65  are  shown,  since  these 
represent  wastage  of  life  which  calls  for  deep  thought. 

Infectious  diseases  have  been  conspicuously  absent 
during  the  year.  This  has  been  largely  due  to  the  cyclical 
variations  in  prevalence  of  measles  and  whooping  cough 
coinciding  at  minimum  incidence  in  1951  and  early  1952. 

It  is  to  be  expected,  therefore,  that  these  diseases  will 
renew  their  attack  in  late  1952  and  during  the  succeeding  year. 

The  remainder  of  the  report  is  self-explanatory.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Infectious  diseases  have  shown  a marked  recession  this  year, 
due  to  the  troughs  of  the  incidence  curves  for  measles  and 
whooping  cough  coinciding.  Scarlet  fever  has  for  some  years 
been  a very  mild  disease,  and  is  frequently  not  recognised. 

There  is,  in  fact,  little  reason  for  regarding  it  sep- 
arately from  tonsillitis.

There  were  no  notifications  of  food  poisoning 
during  the  year. 
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requiring  foodstuffs  to  be  wrapped  for  sale  to  prevent 
contamination  by  flies. 

Tube rculosis 

Only  one  new  case. was  notified  during  the  year,  a 
non-pulmonary  case  in  a school-boy.  There  were  no  deaths. 
This  is  very  satisfactory,  but  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that 
this  disease  is  largely  preventable,  and  the  existence  of 
any  cases  at  all  is  an  affront  to  the  Public  Health 
Services • 

All  raw  milk  is  potentially  infected,  although  risk 
in  the  case  of  T.T.  milk  is  extremely  slight.  However, 
pasteurization  or  sterilization  by  boiling  represent 
the  only  absolute  preventative  of  milk  borne  tuberculosis. 

Susceptible  children  in  tuberculosis  families  are 
now  being  rendered  resistant  to  the  disease  by  means  of 
B.C.G,  vaccination  carried  out  by  the  chest  physicians.

Diphtheria  Immunization 


The  graph  above  illustrates  the  way  in  which  diphtheria 
has  disappeared  from  the  area  since  immunization  was  generally 
adopted. 

The  level  of  immunization  is  satisfactory,  173  children, 
of  the  204  born  in  the  district  in  the  last  four  years, 
having  been  immunized  before  starting  school.  Immunity 
amongst  school  children  is  maintained  by  two  further  in- 
jections, one  soon  after  entering  school  and  one  at  the  age 
of  11  years.  Prom  this  age  immunity  is  maintained  by  con- 
stant exposure  to  the  germs  of  the  disease  which  are  con- 
tinuously present  in  the  community  and  against  which  only  a 
high  rate  of  immunization  offers  any  safeguard. 
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Also  is  appended  a graph  of  incidence  of  Diphtheria, 
Scarlet  fever,  and  erysipelas,  annually,  since  1939. 
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This  graph  indicates  the  manner  in  which  Diphtheria 
(against  which  immunization  is  available)  has  been  banished 
from  the  town  since  1944,  and  compares  it  with  the  continuance 
of  the  streptococcal  diseases  against  which  immunization  is  not 
generally  available.  It  will  be  realized  that  the  high 
•incidence  figures  for  all  three  diseases  in  1940  - 1944  were 
due  to  war-time  movements  of  population  carrying  infection 
from  other  centres. 

Pood  poisoning  has  not  been  notified  in  Horncastle 
since  it  became  notifiable  in  1949:  Gastro-intestinal 
upsets  are,  of  course,  not  unknown,  but  where  several 
persons  are  affected  at  the  same  time  and  it  can  be  shown 
that  they  all  partook  of  the  same  food,  the  condition  is 
notifiable  as  ?,f ood-poisonong” , 

Several  varieties  of  food-poisoning  exist,  some  of 
them  caused  by  germs  commonly  present  on  the  skin  and 
in  the  mouths,  noses,  and  bowels  of  healthy  persons, 
but  which  can  ferment  foodstuffs  and  render  them  highly 
dangerous.  Hence  the  public -health  emphasis  on  the 
provision  and  use  of  good  toilet  facilities  in  all  food- 
preparation  rooms,  factories  and  shops,  also  the  bye-law 
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Smallpox  Vaccination 


Less  than  one  child  in  five  has  been  vaccinated  during 
the  past  five  years.  This  is  a serious  danger  to  both  the 
individual  and  the  community.  The  community  is  exposed, 
by  the  speed  of  modern  travel,  to  the  risk  of  importation  of 
asiatic  smallpox,  of  great  severity,  without  warning,  and 
a man  becoming  infected  in  say  Bombay,  may  reach  and  travel 
the  length  of  this  country  spreading  the  disease  before  he 
himself  becomes  ill  enough  to  seek  medical  aid.  If  he  has 
been  vaccinated,  he  is  much  less  likely  to  he.  ome  infected, 
but  if  he  does,  he  will  have  a very  mild,  non-fatal,  attack, 
but  he  may  yet  spread  severe  smallpox  to  unvaccinated  contacts. 
Wholesale  vaccination  in  times  of  smallpox  outbreaks  carries 
with  it  a certain  risk,  small  compared  with  the  risk  of 
remaining  unvaccinated  at  such  times,  but  totally  avoidable 
by  vaccination  at  the  proper  time,  in  infancy. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  everybody  reading  this  report, 
and  having  contact  with  parents,  will  assist  in  persuading 
them  not  to  risk  their  children's  lives  in  this  fool- 
hardy manner,  but  to  have  them  vaccinated  by  their  own 
doctor  or  at  the  infant  welfare  centres  as  soon  as  possible.

The  above  services  continued  most  satisfactorily  to 
discharge  their  duties  throughout  the  year  and  there  has  been 
no  change  in  any  provisions  which  they  make  since  the  appointed 
day  for  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 
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Health  Visiting 


A full  time,  experienced  Health  visitor  has  been  employed 
in  the  district,  and  the  results  of  her  efforts  are  becoming  _ 
evident  in  increasing  co-operation  between  parents,  doctors, 
clinics  and  schools,  with  noticeable  benefit  to  the  health  of 
mothers  and  children.  Many  defects  are  brought  to  notice  and 
treated  at  an  earlier  stage  than  would  have  been  the  case 
had  not  the  health  visitor  called. 

Home  Help  Service. 

This  service  was  provided  by  the  C ^unty  Council  in  the 
Urban  District.  More  helpers  are  required  and  if  it  were 
realized  how  valuable  this  work  is  in  assisting  the  '’woman 
of  the  home”  to  recover  quickly  and  fully  from  illness  or 
childbirth.  I am  sure  many  Homcastle  residents  would  offer  their 
services • 

It  is  perhaps  not  generally  known  that,  where  the  .patient 
can  find  some  friend  op  relative  to  help  during  illness  or 
confinement,  the  County  C-ouncil  will  usually  undertake  to  pay 
the  helper,  according  to  their  scale.  This  has  been  the  means > 
in  other  areas,  of  interesting  many  people  in  the  service,  and 
a fair  proportion  have  found  the  work  so  interesting  that  they 
have . remained  in  the  service.  Six  cases  have  benefitted  by  this 
^ fice  in  the  Urban  district  during  the  year,  5 of  which  were 
maternity  cases  and  the  6th  that  of  an  old  lady  discharged  from 
HospitsL  to  live  alone.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  Horncastle  water  company  supply  the  whole  of  the 
town,  principally  from  its  gathering  ground  at  Cawkwell. 

The  supply  is  now  filtered  and  is  chlorinated  at  the  source 
and  its  quality  has  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  dry  weather,  the  supply  from  this  source  ten* 
to  decrease  below  the  towns  demand,  and  extra  water  is  bought 
in  bulk  from  Horncastle  R.D.C.  and  used  to  supply  the  west- 
ern end  of  the  town. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  was  undertaken 
on  94  occasions  during  the  year,  and  yielded  Class  I results 
in  all  but  4 cases.  In  only  one  sample  was  the  quality  below 
Class  II  (satisfactory)  and  in  the  absence  of  any  other  expl- 
anation, or  any  recurrence,  some  error  in  sampling  technique 
must  be  suspected.  An  isolated  report  of  poor  quality,  is 
of  little  significance,  and  these  results  are  entirely 
satisfactory. 


Sewage  Disposal 

There  is  a very  high  rate  of  flow  in  the  sewerage  system, 
due  it  is  thought,  to  the  ingress  of  subsoil  water  into  the 
system.  This  is  perhaps  due  to  the  age  of  the  main  system-, 
and  would  be  extremely  expensive  to  rectify.  It  does, 
however,  increase  the  burden  of  the  purification  plant,  and 
the  increasing  use  cf  water  In  the  town,  due  to  improved 
standards  of  cleanliness,  results  in  a continuous  overload 
of  the  system. 


The  Council  has  had  under  consideration  a comprehensive 
scheme  for  the  modernization  of  the  purification  plant,  to 
give  an  effluent  which  would  comply  with  accepted  standards 
for  disposal  into  inland  waterways.  The  cost,  however, 
would  he  extremely  high  and  it  is  doubtful  whether,  at  present 
Government  sanction  would  be  given,  '.unless  severe  danger  to 
Public  Health  was  shown  to  exist, 

■ Public  Cleansing  and  Scavenging • 

Cleansing  and  scavenging  engages  the  alert  attention  of 
the  council  and  a high  standard  is  maintained.  Weekly  collect- 
ion of  domestic  and  shop  refuse,  is  maintained.  Disposal  of 
the  refuse,  however,  continues  to  cause s ome  concern.  The 
tip  at  Hemingby  Lane  is  dificult  to  render  inoffensive,  but 
no  alternative  site  has  been  found  which  would  allow  the  dis- 
continuance of  tipping  in  Hemingby  Lane, 


Swimming  Pool. 

Owing  to  the  low  level  of  the  river  in  summer,  the  stanch 
gates  and  a wooden  dam  at  Horncastle  lock  are  used  to  maintain 
a water  level  high  enough  to  flow  through,  the  baths. 
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The  leakage  through  the  masonry  of  the  lock  and  through  the 
stanch  rendered  it  impossible,  in  the  dry  period,  to  main- 
tain a 'flow.  The  clorinating  plant  was,  therefore,  re- 
®Wflaiged  to  deliver  the  gas  direct  into  the  bath,  through  which 
it  is  diffused  by  agitation  of  the  water  in  use.  This  has 
proved  effective  in  rendering  the  water  safe,  although  the 
lew  level  of  the  water  in  the  baths  has  caused  some  complaint. 

In  1952,  pumping  was  resorted  to,  to  raise  the  water 
level  to  normal,  despite  drought  level  in  the  rivers,  and  a 
2!?  motor  pump  was  obtained  for  this  purpose. 

This  pool  has  come  in  for  a great  deal  of  ill-advised 
criticism,  and  it  must  be  admitted  that  it  has  not  been 
made  as  attractive  as  it  might  be.  The  competition  faced 
from  other  pools  in  the  area  is  based  predominantly  upon  the 
aesthetic  factor  and  -this  is  a field  in  which  improvement 
would  cost  little  and  might  do  much,  with  a little  advert- 
ising, to  increase  the  use  of  the  pool  ar-d  render  it  more 
self-supporting.  It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that  the 
functions  of  a swimming  pool  is  to  provide  healthy  excercise 
and  physical  education,  not  to  make  profits. 

It  is  as  much  the  duty  of  a 1 oo al  authority  to  offer 
ouch  facilities  as  it  is  to  provide  sanitation,  and  in  neither 
case  should  profit  be  the  motive.  At  the  same  time,  however, 
the  residents  of  rlorncast^e  should  make  a greater  use  of  the 
facilities  their  Council  provides,  since  greater  usage  paves 
the  way  for  improved  amenities  and,  perhaps,  reduced  charges 
for  admission. 

Ministry  of  Food  Slaughter  House. 

This  small  abbatoir  is  a considerable  asset  to  the  dis- 
trict, handling  as  it  does,  nearly  as  much  meat  as  the  one 
at  Grantham.  If  it  is  to  be  maintained,  improved  lighting 
is  desirable  for  meat  inspection,  much  of  which  has  to  be 
at  night,  and  consideration  should  be  given  to  other  im- 
provements, eg.,  increased  hanging  space,  preferably  fly- 
proofed,  improved  washing  facilities  for  slaughtermen  and 
meat  inspectors,  etc. 

The  inspection  of  so  much  meat  has  occupied  a great 
deal  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector’s  time,  outside  normal 
working  hours,  and  although  a high  condemnation  rate  is 
an  unusual  matter  for  pride,  it  at  least  draws  attention 
to  the  efficiency  of  the  inspection.
